Seed wc know to be ^ Ecrnci^oi an Appk% cua not only come m grow t 
whole Tree, batalfo in a few Y an time, can be Mukiplyeii mm a rhc^Mfaml 
Trees. All the Trees, that we find on the Globe of the Eirth, Originally 
are conie, and do proceed, from Seed of the Trees, that were at lirft 
Created on our Giobea 

Now we Gomc to fee, in the Seed of an Apple , thd Leaves al- 
though they arc ver^ much lefs, then the Leaves of other Seeds of Trees, 
hm according to the fmaluefs of the Leaves proportionally, feems 
to us b the Pith of a Stcd of an Apple-tree, much bigger tha'-pfrt, that 
fliall make thcftem of the Tree, and In this we fee the Pith of the Tret, and 
a great many Veffds, part whereof did carry up the Juices and the B^rk | 
but, i believe, that we fltall never penetrate into thefe Mifterles» that in the 
Plant of the Seed of an Apple which we^^i^a^otir to Anafro/eize, wcfhould 
be able to difcover, the Tree with its boughf, mueh k{% the BIcfl ms and 
Apples i and although fuch an invert igati on, fhallrenain hid from our Eyes, 
yet notwithftanding dayly EKpericnce doth tesch Us that out of a. 
Seed of an Apple, is produced a young Want; whichPlant in procefsof 
time, after the expiration of fomeyeari, Is not only grown up iri o a Tree, 
butitalfo doth Bear Apples ; Now certainly the whole Tree and Kruitwas 
locked up in one Seed of an Apple, for if it had not been locked up in the 
Seed, how could (according to my fuppofition) pcilibly the Tree and Fruit 
Sprout out of k.

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Ccurfe SamI, (as ! bavefaid heretofore) and if wc then alfo confider, of 
flow mzny pkces md fnflrumenrs the Body of fuch an Animal doth conM^ 
^vherevvifh k movcth it khhomphce to pl^nce^ and ailb farther confrdcr, 
\\hac ircsc Wr.n«lerE csri be lodged in fuchsn Animal,we mufl fland srnazed, 
and catjnoc apprtheod, the cKtraordinary fmailocfs of thtfe Parts, wh.-recf 
thefe Creatures are compoieJ, and fay within our felvesj how imperveftigahle 
Is the di pth of Wifdoni. 

It being then that hitherto, nothing at all is come before me that can make 
nie the Icafl Scruple, to Induce roe to recede from my former opinion, and 
ro receive an opinion to believe, or hold, that Auimals fliould come forth of 
themfebes, therefore I flill remain of this my opiniory, that out of the Ani- 
mals of Mafcullne Seedsj come forth Animals of the fame kind as they were 
Created in the beginfilngt and thit as hitherto no truer Position is left 
For if Animals could be born of themfelves^ v^hich I fiiould reckoti 
to be a Miracle, then mufi not only every Minute, but every Second, Millions 
of Miracles be done, which is an opinion not to be received, for if this was 
fo, there mufi daily new Creatures be brought forth, ^hlcb hitherto we have 
not obferved. 

Now if we'add fiereunto, as ! bave Judged ft to be formerly, that In the 
Animals of the /ifafcullne Seed, there was a fmali difference, from each o- 
ther.from whence I conclude the oiie fort to be ilfales the other Femaleiand 
if this takes place in all Mikullnc Seeds, I cannot fee, why we have nor a 
hundred times more Heafon to believe, that the Animals in the Miknline 
Seed, when they are grown to pi^rfeftbn, are provided with Matter fit for 
Seed, wherewith to propagatrtiidr Kind, then that wefhould Forge Incur 
Brains, that Animais come from themfelvcs. 

I know no Animal (fmall Infefts only excepted) that is fubjeft to fa 
many changes as a Frog, for out of the Egg, comes forth an Animal, that 
IS more like unto a Worm, then unto a Frog, and as it could in the begfn* 
ing nothing elfe, but fwim a long by the moving of Its Tail, and beating of Ic 
from fide to fide, It doth Swim (after It is come to be a Frog) by pulling 
in and thrufling out of it's Four Legs, and it f uns and Jumps upon the Land, 
where it alfo gets it's Food. 

Now as the change of the Animals in the Maf<:uline Seed cannot befn- 
vcfllgaccd by the Eye, as we can do In other things, fo we have the Liberty 
to communicate to othera^our teafonable thoughts, foai after a mofi notable 
confideration they may be Framed in our Brains,fo that every one may think 
his pleafurc. 

^jy intention Is, fhortly to communicate to you fome of my Obfer- 
vtdons, concerning the Motion and Stagnation of the Blood in the Tail of 
a Frogj In the mean while I remain, &c. 
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
